Paul L. Temple Now In- 
volved in Box Plant

Paul L. Temple, key figure in 
the proposed sale for $2,500,000 of 
the industrial insurance division 
of the Missouri Insurance Co., has 
had a checkered career as an i 
surance broker, executive of in- 
surance firms, box manufacturer 
and lawyer, inquiry by the Post- 
Dispatch disclosed today. 

He was an officer of three in- 


surance firms that failed and at 
present is involved in personal 
bankruptcy proceedings. Once be- 
fore he filed a voluntary bank- 
ruptcy petition. Twice he has been 
convicted of making false state- 
ments, in United States District 
Court and in Missouri Circuit 
Court. | 
Owed RFC $622,000. 

The Sullivan Box Co. of Sulli- 
van, IH., headed by Temple, failed 
in 1946, at a time when it owed 
$622,000 to the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corp. Bankruptcy proceed- 
ings revealed that Temple’s loans 
from the RFC and its subsidiary, 
the Smaller War Plants Corp., to- 
taled more than $1,000,000 during 
the war years. 

Temple was found guilty by 
United States District Judge E)- 
wyn R. Shaw at Chicago in April 
1947 of altering records and mak- 
ing false statements, Judge Shaw 
Suspended sentence and placed 
him on probation June 4, 1947, for 
two years. He is still on proba- 
tion. 

Last week in United States Dis- 
trict Court at Springfield, Judge 
Charles G. Briggle announced he 
~ had written to the probation of- 
fice in Chicago, objecting strenu- 
ously to probation for Temple be- 
cause of his previous record. 

In June 1946 the dapper manu- 
facturer filed a voluntary bank- 
ruptcy petition in Springfield, II1., 
when he was unable to make good 
on the balance due the Govern- 
ment by the box firm. Claims by 
other creditors at that time to- 
taled about $50,000. 

Earlier, in 1941, he filed volun- 
tary bankruptcy proceedings in 


United States District Court at. 


Danville and was discharged from 
that bankruptcy the following 


year. 
3-State Hearing. 

Insurance commissioners of Mis- 
souri, Illincis and Kansas will con- 
duct a hearing tomorrow in the 
office of the Missouri Insurance 
Co. here to determine whether to 
approve or disapprove the sale of 
the industrial business of the St. 
Louis firm to the United Insur- 
ance Co. of Chicago. Temple was 
the broker who brought both 
parties together. 

Through influential political con- 
nections in Washington, it was 
learned Temple was able to get 
substanffal RFC assistance for his 
box factory. Until the war ended, 
he conducted a thriving business 
in manufacturing boxes, crates 
and pallets for military and other 
purposes. His troubles arose when 
the war’s end brought sudden ter- 
mination of contracts. 

Indictments Voted. 

Indicted in January 1947, he was 
charged with filing an affidavit 
with the RFC in November 1945, 
in which he claimed the box 
firm had orders for $280,000 
from Servel, Inc., Evansville, 
Ind., and another affidavit Jan. 
1, 1946, claiming to have a 
purchase order of $201,000 from 
the Allen Manufacturing Co. 
of Nashville, Tenn. The first or- 
der was non-existent, the indict- 
ment said, and the second was for 
$1512, but the figure had been 
altered by Temple to read $201,600. 

On the basis of the first order, 
Temple drew $130,000 from a loan 
account set up with the Smaller 
War Plants Corp. He drew $75,- 
000 on the basis of the second 
order. 

Indicted on six counts, Temple 
at that time was chairman of the 
Smaller Industrials Association, a

Meteorologist Harry F. Wahl- 
gren predicted that the arrival of 
the winter solstice at.4:34 p.m, to-

DR. RUTLEDGE AS A BOY, 12sc, 
SHOT PLAYMATE OVER :

Texas Records Disclose 
1933 Wounding of 
Neighbor and Plan to 
Shoot Another. 


Dr. Robert C. Rutledge, who 
killed Byron C. Hattman over 
Hattman’s association with Mrs. 
Rutledge, . shot and _ seriously 
wounded a 14-year-old playmate 
over the affections of a young 
girl in Houston, Tex., when he 
was 12 years old, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today. 

Following the shooting, which 
occurred Oct. 8, 1933, young Rut- 
ledge wds placed in the care of 
Dr. James Cunningham, a psychi- 
atrist and director of the Houston 
Child Guidance Clinic, who clesed 
the case eight months later on 
June 20, 1934. In his report, Dr. 
Cunningham said that a solution 
of the boy’s difficulties Was 
worked out admirably and that 
he was then capable of forming 
mature judgments and handling 
his own affairs. 

Records of the Texas probation 
department of Harris county, of 
which Houston is the county seat, 
carry a complete account of the 
shooting. 

Planned Another Shooting. 

Young Rutledge told authorities 
that he had planned to cast sus- 
picion on a second youth and 
then later kill him because he 
also was a rival,for the girl’s at- 
tention. 

“I do not believe any girl is 
worth murdering a Man over,” he 
was quoted in the record as hav- 
ing told authorities at the time. 

The boy young Rutledge wound- 
ed was E:. W. Sayers, who was 
shot in the left hip with a .22 
caliber rifle bullet. Rutledge, who 
Was a seventh grade pupil, said 
he aithed at the base of Sayers’s 
spine, but missed his mark when 
Sayers moved. 

In his statement, Rutledge said 
he saw Sayers walk by his house 
in Houston with 12-year-old Anne 
Archer Reed, whom he said he 
“loved very much.” 

His Story of Shooting. 

“I went to the garage of my 
home and got my rifle and fol- 
lowed them to Gloria Hamilton’s 
house,” the youth said. “I stayed 
about 30 feet behind them all the 
way to the house, I was looking 
for a chance to kill him on the 
way over there, but he would not 
get far enough away from Anne 
for me to shoot him and I would 
not shoot for fear of hitting Anne. 

“When I had followed them to 
Gloria’s home, they went inside 
and I: went to the porch of the 
house next door and looked into 
the living room. E. W. Sayers 
came to the window that I was 
looking through and pulled the 
shade nearly all the way down. 

“T had a good chance to kill 
tuim then, but I just did not have 
my nerve so that I could shoot

UNION MEET AGANTHOUT RUSSIA 


‘Situation Is Deteriorat- 
ing Rapidly, Work- 
ers’ Attorney Says — 
Strike Machinery Ready 
Here.

Representatives of the telephone 
workers’ union and Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co. met again this 
afternoon with federal conciliators 
in a renewed effort to avert a 
strike of 50,000 employes in six 
states, as hopes for a settlement 
appeared dim, 

As the meeting convened, Ev- 
erett E. Cotter, general counsel 
for the union, said “the situation 
is deteriorating rapidly.” A spokes- 
man for the company said the 
company was “back to its original 
position of asking for arbitra- 
tion.” Neither company nor union 
had been able to agree on arbi- 
tration earlier. 

Gus Cramer, strike director for 
the five-state area, said an alert 
had been sent to all 12 district 
strike directors to stay on 24-hour 
call pending outcome of negotia- 
tions here. “Christmas is getting 
closer an we want to be fully. pre- 
pared,” he said, referring to a pre- 
vious union statement that a 
strike would be called. by Christ- 
mas unless settlement was reached 
this week. 

Strike machinery in St. Louis 
was in readiness. St. Louis strike 
headquarters have been set up at 
the Roosevelt Hotel, with Joseph 
Baldwin as strike director. As- 
signment cards directing members 
where to report for picket duty 
were being signed there today. 

Although the two groups re- 
mained in session until almost 
midnight last night, Federal Con- 
ciliator Anton E. Johnson. re- 
ported no progress had been made 
toward settlement of the —nine- 
month-long contract dispute. 

On wages, one of the most im- 
portant issues of the dispute, the 
company and union remained ap- 
proximately 83 cents an hour 
apart. The company has offered 
increases averaging 6.7 cents an 
hour while the union is demanding 
an average increase of 15 cents an 
hour or $6 a week. 

More Conciliaters Called In. 


Johnson was joined this after- 
noon. by H. A. Griffith, regional 
director of the Federal Concilia- 
tion Service here, and Conciliator 
Nicholas M. Fillo. The meeting 
was held in the offices of the con- 
ciliation service in the Old Fed- 
eral Building afteer union repre- 
sentatives refused to meet again 
in the telephone building. 


Frank P.. Lonergan, vice presi- 
dent of Division 20, Communica- 
tion Workers of America, said he 
had received numerous telegrams 
and telephone calls from union 
members in Missouri, Texas and 
Oklahoma expressing impatience 
with the progress of negotiations. 


“They seem to feel that if no 
settlement had been reached by 
last night, it was a clear indica- 
tion the company was stalling in 
order to get past the high-revenue 
Christmas holiday period,” he 
said. “We are trying to keep 
them in line and have advised 
them to take no action until they 
hear from us.” 

He repeated earlier assertions 
there would be a strike by Christ- 
mas if no settlement is reached 
this week, 

“Rock Bottom” Proposals. 

In addition to the three states 
mentioned, the company also op- 
erates in Arkansas, Kansas and a 
small portion of Illinois adjacent 
to the St. Louis area. 


Vance Julian, chairman of the 
State Mediation Board, said yes- 
terday the board would invoke the 
King-Thompson Act in the event 
of a strike by Missouri employes. 
The act prohibits strikes in public 
utilities and*’requires compulsory 
arbitration of disputes, with se- 
vere penalties for violation. The 
union has contended the act does 
not apply to the company because 
of its interstate operations. 

Deadlock on Arbitration, 

A strike would not affect dial 
telephones in the St. Louis zone 
as long as equipment remained in 
working condition. There would 
be serious impairment of manually 
operated telephones and long dis- 
tance calls, if operators and main- 
tenance crews walked out. Dur- 
ing last year's strike, supervisory 
employes were used to make 
manual connections, but calls gen- 
erally were limited to emergency 
purposes only. :

KOMMANDATURA 


Military Governors Say 
However, Soviets Can 
Resume Seat on Body 
—Reds Resume Attack 
on the West.

BERLIN, Dec. 21 (UP)—Berlin’s 
three western coOmmandants today 
announced resumption of the city’s 
Kommandatura, but on a three- 
power basis without Russia. 

The Kommandatura, comprising 
the commanders of the occupation 
forces in Berlin, has not met as 
such since the Russians walked 
out of a meeting June 16 with the 
announcement they would not re- 
turn. 


It was set up to co-ordinate 
four-power rule and occupation di- 
rectives to the German administra- 
tion in Berlin. Since the Russian 
walkout, the German municipal 
administration gradually has been 
split in two. ere now are sepa- 
'rate city governments for the 
Soviet sector and the three west- 
ern sectors of the city. 


Door Is Left Open. 


The revival of the Kommenda- 
tura was announced after the first 
official meeting of the body — 
without Russia—since the Soviet 
walkout. But the American French 
and British commandants left the 
door open to their erstwhile col- 
leagues. 

“If the Soviet authorities either 
now or at a future date decide 
to abide by the agreement to which 
the four pcwers are committed,” 
said the announcement, “quadri- 
partite administration of Berlin 
could be resumed, 

“During their absence, the three 
western Allies will exercise the 
powers of the Allied Kommanda- 
tura, although it is realized that, 
‘owing to Soviet obstructions, it 
would only be possible for them 
to carry out their decisions in the 
western sectors for the present.” 

The western commandants said 
the Soviet boycott could not end 
the Kommandatura because it had 
been established by four-power 
agreement on a governmental 
level, and could not be wiped out 
except by action of all four pow- 
ers. 

The Kommandatura is being re- 
constituted, they said, because the 
Berlin constitution requires that 
all city legislation receive Allied 
approval. 

New Russjan Charges. 

Russia meanwhile, charged to- 
day that the Berlin crisis was an 
artificial device of the western 
powers to camouflage their im- 
perialistic activities in western 
Germany, and part of a delib- 

‘erate western campaign to split 
the country. 

In a 3000-word statement issued 
through the Soviet news bureau, 
the Russians listed western moves 
they said had created the syn- 
rthetic crisis. 

. Included were: 

1, The Bizonia agreement of 
Dec, 2, 1946. 

2. The French-American agree- 
ment of April 19, 1947, whereby 
Soviet interests were reputedly 
ignored in the export and dis- 
tribution of Ruhr coal, 

3. London discussions in the 
spring of 1948 in connection with 
the proposed establishment of a 
west German state. 

4. Western currency reform. 

The Russians termed their in- 
dictment of the western powers an 
objective review. But some ob- 
servers believed it might be part 
,of a possible new Russian cam- 
paign to restore four-power gov- 
ernment in Germany in order to 
get a voice in the industrial Ruhr, 
from which they are now excluded. 

Russian troops today blockaded 
the road between Berlin . and 
Stolpe the little German farming 
village which France has prom- 
ised to return to Soviet occupa- 
tion. The 600 inhabitants of Stolpe 
watched a Russian patrol erect a 
barrier across the unpaved lane 
which had linked them with Ber- 
lin, a mile away. 

A Soviet-appointed German ad- 
ministrator took over at Stolpe an 
estate of 850 acres belonging to 
the Berlin municipal government. 


LIQUID HYDROGEN 
USED AS FUEL FOR 


COLUMBUS, O., Dec. 21 (UP)— 
One of the nation’s leading rocket 
fue! experts said today that Amer- 
ica mow has a fuel that could 
send a rocket ship out of the 
earth’s gravitational pull and to 
the moon. 

Dr. H. L. Johnston, director of 
jet propulsion research at Ohio 
State University, disclosed that he 
had successfully tested liquid hy- 
drogen as a fuel for rocket ships 
for almost two years. 

He said he first ran a rocket 

motor about the size of a man’s 
fist over a year ago. 
_ Dr. Johnston said that since the 
‘speed of a rocket missile is about 
twice the speed of the escaping 
gases, wse of liquid hydrogen, 
with liquid oxygen as an oxidizing 
agent, would make possible rockets 
with speeds exceeding 30,000 miles 
an hour. 

Liquid hydrogen, Dr. Johnston 
added, is the only known fuel 
which could pusha ship away 
from the gravitational pull of the 
earth. ._He indicated that when a 
atomic motor is built, 
hydrogen would make

Statement Says Use of 
Arms Is ‘Increasingly a 
Danger’ to All Nations 
in Hemisphere — Move 
Follows Revolts.

nounced the use of force in effect- 
ing political changes in Latin 
America as “deplorable” and in- 
consistent with the ideals of the 
American republics.

The department issued its an- 
nouncement of policy as it dis- 
closed that the United States is 
consulting with a number of 
the Latin American countries on 
what might properly be done to 
stabilize the hemisphere politi- 
cally. 

3 Governments Overthrown. 

This move came in the. wake 
of a series of revolts and unsuc- 
cessful uprisings in the past few 
months, during which three Latin 
American governments have been 
overthrown and eight others 
threatened, 

The department said the United 
States assured the Latin American 
Governments of its concern. 

It said the United States wishes 
to mYAke “every legitimate and 
useful effort to encourage demo- 
cratic and constitutional pro- 
cedures.” 

“In the view of the Government 
of the United States,” the depart- 
ment’s statement declared, “the 
use of force as an instrument of 
political change is not only de- 
plorable, but is usually incon- 
sistent with the acknowledged 
ideals of the American republics 
and increasingly a danger to all 
the countries of this hemisphere. 

“If this use of force continues, 
it cannot fail to become a suffi- 
ciently serious issue to engage the 
attention of the American repub- 
lics as a whole.” 

Copy to Argentina. 

Department Press Officer Lin- 
coln White, who read the state- 
ment to reporters, explained that 
“information copies” of the United 
States communication have been 
sent to Venezuela, Peru, El Salva- 
dor, Paraguay and Argentina. 

Authorities indicated that an 
“information copy” was sent to 
Argentina because a direct ap- 
proach on the matter probably 
would not have been received 
favorably by that government. 
There was no elaboration on this 
point, 

The department said it specifi- 
cally sought comments of Latin 
American foreign ministers on 
“legitimate and appropriate 
actions” which the Inter-American 
system might take to “strengthen 
the democratic and constitutional 
framework” of hemisphere govern- 
ments, One. specific item men- 
tioned is the view that non-recog- 
nition of any hemisphere govern- 
ment is “not a suitable approach 
to the much broader problem.” 

Diplomatic officials disclosed 
that during the current discus- 
sions, the question of recognition 
of the new revolutionary govern- 
ment of Venezuela was referred 
to as an example. On Nov. 24, 
the legally elected government of 
Romulo Gallegos was overthrown 
by a military coup. This followed 
a similar upheaval in Peru by a 
Military clique. 

U.S. Action on Peru. 

The United States recognized 
the Peruvian Government in con- 
formity with resolution 35 adopted 
at the Bogota conference of Amer- 
ican republics last April. That 
resolution provided for almost au- 
tomatic granting of recognition to 
any government whether estab- 
lished by force or not. 

Only last week, a special sub- 
committee of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee returned to 
Washington from a tour of Latin. 
America and attacked the Bogota 
resolution as “giving the green 
light to political adventurers.” 

As officials here see the prob- 
lem, it is this: Non-recognition of 
a Latin A.nerican country has in 
the past invited charges that the 
United States by so doing was in- 
tervening in that country’s domes- 
tic affairs. On the other hand, 
they said, when the bars on non- 
recognition are let down, such 
charges are made as those from 
the House sub-committee.

NEW YORK, Dec. 21 -(AP)— 
Laurence Duggan, former State 
Department official accused of 
handing out secrets for Soviet 
spies, plunged to his death last 
night from the sixteenth floor of 
his Manhattan office, 
| Shortly afterwards, Representa- 
‘tive Mundt (Rep.), South Dakota, 
| disclosed in Washington that a 


‘witness had told the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities 
in secret testimony that Duggan 
was one‘of six persons in the 
State Department named by an- 
other witness as having passed 
out confidential information. 

Mundt said also the congres- 
sional committee had planned to 
question Duggan, who was the $15,- 
000-a-year president of the Insti- 
tute of International Education 
at the time of his death. 

Chamber’s Statement. 

Whittaker Chambers, former 
Communist courier, said today, 
however, he never had received 
any State Department papers 
from Duggan. Isaac Don Levine; 
editor of the anti-Communist 
magazine Plain Talk, had testi- 
fied that Chambers told Adolf A. 
Berle Jr*, former Assistant Secre- 
tary of State, in. 1939 that Dug- 
gan was one of a group who sup- 
plied him with data. 


Transport Falls Off Hong 


Kong—All ~33 Aboard

HONG KONG, Dec. 21 (AP)— 
A Chinese National Airlines plane 
crashed and burned today 10 miles 
from Hong Kong and all 33 per- 
sons aboard were believed to have 
been killed.

POWER TO MAKE 
PEACE WITH REDS 


He Will Resign if Nego- 
tians Are Decided On, 
Informant Says—Ques- 
tion if Communists Will 


Agree to Talks. 


NANKING, Dec. 21 (UP)—Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek has 
Placed full power to choose be- 
tween peace and war in the new 
cabinet of Premier Sun Fo, and 
will resign as President of Na- 


tionalist China if the cabinet 
decides to seek peace with the 
Chinese Communists, an unhim- 
Peachable Chinese source told the 
United Press today. 

This source, a man high in Chi- 
nese policy-making circles, said 
the cabinet’s decision certainly 
would be to seek a negotiated 
peace with the Communists, He 
added that either Russian or joint 
Russian-American Mediation prob- 
ably would be sought in the peace 
effort. 

The -question is, according to 
this source, whether the Commu- 
nists now, in view of their recent 
sweeping victories, would be will- 
ing to settle for anything less 
than complete control of China. 
Premier Sun Fo made clear yes- 
terday that he would accept noth- 
ing less than “an honorable peace.” 

It was presumed Sun meant 
that he certainly would not agree 
to a settlement which would give 
Red leaders more than equal pow- 
er in a coalition government. 

Procedure Outlined. 

Chiang and Sun have talked it 
over, this source said, and have 
agreed on the following *procedure: 

After formation of Sun’s Cab- 
inet is completed, which is ex- 
pected today, and Chiang has 
approved it, the Cabinet will 
meet immediately to decide 
whether to undertake peace ne- 
gotiations with the Communists. 

The decision, it was reiterated, 
will be in favor of peace. This 
decision then will be submitted 
to Chiang, who technically still 
will have the power to reject it, ; 
although he was said to have 
assured Sun that the Cabinet’s 
wishes would be accepted.

An appeal for United Nations 
action is expected at tomorrow’s 
meeting of the Security Council in 
Paris. 

The United States had been try- 
ing for months to promote a 
peaceful settlement of the lengthy 
Indonesian dispute when the 
Dutch, launching a sudden new 
drive, seized the republican leaders 
at Jogjakarta, their capital. 

G.S. Taken by Surprise. 


The ranking Indonesian repre- 
sentative in this country, Dr, D. 
Soemitro, said after talking to 
Lovett that the State Department 
apparently was taken as much by 
surprise as his own people were 
by the Dutch move... 

The official Netherlands expla- 
nation, charging that the republi- 
cans sabotaged negotiations for a 
projected United States of Indone- 
sia, predicted the military cam- 
paign would bring law and order. 
Soemitro declared a long guer- 
rilla war is more likely—with the 
Communists profiting. ‘American 
officials said they fear he may be

Less than three months ago a 
republican regime smashed a Com- 
munist-led revolt in its territory.

Russian Feelers Reported. 

Russia, according to another 
high Kuomintang source, already 
has made indirect feelers to the 
Nationalist Government looking 
to the possibility of acting as 
mediator in peace moves. 

It was assumed the Chinese 
Communists would insist that 
Russia be involved if any outside 
nation were to undertake medi- 
ation.

Council members for approval. 

Previously an American spokes- 
man had said the United States 
was giving up hope of getting 
Dutch troops to withdraw to old | 
lines and that a cease-fire was 
all that could be hoped for. 


Australia Backs U.S. 


Australia, which has supported | 
the American moves for firm 
action, announced it would ask the 
Security Council to order an im- 
mediate cease-fire. Prime Minister 
Joseph B. Chifley, in a statement 
issued in Canberra after a cabinet 
meeting, said Australia also would 
seek return of Dutch forces to 
previous demarcation lines and 
action by military observers on 
the U.N. Good Offices Committee 
to prevent reprisals or executions. 

Chifley said the Council could 
enforce a cease-fire order in Indo- 
nesia by economic or other sanc- 
tions. 

In Sydney, Judge Richard C. 
Kirby, Australia’s member and 
chairman of the U.N. Good Offices 
Committee, declared that strong 
and prompt Security Council inter- 
vention could still end the Indo- 
nesian struggle. 

A Dutch spokesman in the U.N. 
said The Netherlands might accept 
a cease-fire if the main Dutch 
army action in Java and Sumatra 
appeared to be over by tomorrow. 
He asserted that any order to 
withdraw to old lines would “not 
be practical” and would bring 
chaos. 

Arabs Criticize Dutch. 

Russia and ‘Syria, in addition 
to Australia and the United States, 
are expected to denounce the 
Dutch action in the Security 
Council tomorrow.

Clark Seeks Permit to Sue 
Texas and Louisiana in 
Supreme Tribunal on 
Marginal Sea Issue.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21—Attor- 
ney-General Tom Clark today 
brought actions in the Supreme 
Court seeking Federal jurisdic- 
tion over the oil-rich marginal 


The Attorney-General requested 
the court to apply to these coastal 
lands the same finding of Federal 
control which the high tribunal 


gave the United States in the 
California tidelands case. In June, | 
1947, the court ruled, by a 6to-2. 
decision, that the Federal Govern- | 
ment, and not the State of Cali-: 
fornia, has paramount rights to’ 
the so-called tidelands, an area, 
between low tide and the three-' 
mile mark. 

The petitions filed today took 
the form of requests for permis- 
sion to bring the suits against 
Texas and Louisiana as origina! 
actions in the Supreme Court. The 
suit against the State of Cali 
fornia, in 1946, which was a test 
case, was first filed in a lower 
court and later dismissed by the 
Justice Department for refiling 
as an original action in the Su- 
preme Court. 

Exemption of Inland Waters. 

With the petitions filed today, 
Clark presented copies of the pro- 
posed civil suits, in which he re- 
quested a declaration of primary 
Federal rights over the “lands, 
minerals and other things under- 
lying the Gulf of Mexico adjacent 
to the coasts, seaward of low 
water mark.” 

As in the case of California, the 
action proposed to exempt bays, 
rivers, lagoons, and other inland 
waters from any Federal claim. 

There was little or no doubt 
that the court would accept juris- 
diction and proceed with the civil 
suits against Texas and Louisiana. 
Texas officials, in the wake of 
the California decision, had been 
greatly disturbed by the prospect 
of a suit on the tidelands issue, 
and in appearances before Con- 
gressional committees maintained 
that Texas entered the Union as 
an independent commonwealth, 
retaining all rights to the tide- 
lands. Clark, nevertheless, was de- 
termined to proceed against his 
own state, in order to let the 
court determine the issue. 

Clark acknowledged, in his state- 
ment to the court, that Texas 
came into the Union under cir- 
cumstances different from those 
pertaining to California. But, he 
said, “to the extent that any of 
those differences are relevant at 
all, they point even more clearly 
to paramount rights in the United 
States.”

Roscoe Drummond Says Security Rules Were 
Disregarded by ‘Poorly Paid Personnel 
- With Lowest Civil Service Ratings.’

BOSTON, Dec, 21—Further de- 
tails of amazingly slack security 
regulations in the State Depart- 
ment are given by Roscoe Drum- 
mond, chief of the Christian 
Science Monitor’s Washington 
og in the following State of 
the ation report.. Previously 
(in a report-reprinted in the Post- 
Dispatch Saturday), Drummond 
disclosed that almost anyone 
could have .got hold of secret 
messages in the State Department 
all through the 1930s and until 
some time after Pearl Harbor. 

In this further report, Drum- 
mond says: 

“How carefully was the State 
Department guarding its confi- 
cential documents at the time 
they were falling easily into the 
hands of Communist Whittaker 
Chambers? 

“If the House Committee on 
Un-American Activities wants to 
get at the facts, it will find that 
any reasonably diligent, non- 
moronic spy would find it really 
difficult to avoid getting a good 
flow of the department’s top se- 
crets. 


“Its seems almost inconceiv- 
able, but consider this: 

“At the top of one of the stolen 
papers appears the word ‘gray.’ 
Since it is no longer used, it is 
not a violation of security to re- 
veal that that word identifies thé 
code which was used in dispatch- 
ing it via naval radio. 

“Thus it was the ‘gray’ code 
which the State Department offi- 


cials used to transmit’ this confi- 


dential dispatch from Tsingtao in 
1938. 

“Careful work, yes? Well, it 
would be except for the little fact 
that the Japanese had broken the 
‘gray’ code in 1929, and for the 
fact that American diplomatic of- 
ficials had learned at the time 
the Japanese had broken it. 

“The broken ‘gray’ code was 
still in use nearly ten years later. 

“The House Committee on 
Un-American Activities is now 
giving out the reassuring ‘informa- 
tion’ that some of the stolen dis- 
patches could only have reached 
the hands of four particular per- 
sons who had access to them. 
They are described as being ‘kept 
under lock and key.’ 

“To those who know how loose 
the security provisions of the 
State Department were in those 
years this isn’t information at all; 
it is mis-information. ... 

“When various State Depart- 
ment officials received their 
copies of confidential telegrams, 


they were supposed to guard care-

“Theoretically, records were made 
of such transactions, In practice, 
very few were made. The clerk 
simply took one of the extra cop- 
ies and handed it to the inquirer 
without other identification than 
the inquirer’s own statement of 
his name or the-name of the per- 
son for whom he was getting it. 


“At times individuals have tele- 
phoned to the code room and re- 
quested that a confidential or se- 
cret message be read to them. It 
was done wtihout further identi- 
fication. 

“Up to about the end of 1943 
there were no security rules and 
regulations in a form which could 
be read and understood by State 
Department personnel in general. 

“The legend on classified mes- 
sages ‘. . . must be closely para- 
phrased before being communi- 
cated to anyone,’ was not further 
defined and was variously inter- 
preted. The common question was, 
‘Who is anyone?’ In_ general, 
whatever it meant was disregard- 
ed. - Until 1942 no systematic ef- 
fort was even attempted to para- 
phrase to protect codes. Even 
after 1942 the decision of whether 
to paraphrase was left largely to 
lesser officers. 

“The code room generally was 
manned with very poorly paid 
personnel with the lowest civil 
service ratings. Frequently the 
most secret messages were being 
analyzed for distribution to proper 
offices by persons making $1800 
per year, in the department less 
than one year, and with two years 
of high school education. 

“Various studies were made and 
reforms proposed to correct the 
situation, of which. the foregoing 
is only a part. Except for very 
minor corrections, these sugges- 
tions came to nothing for one rea- 
son or another.”

TOKYO, Dec. 21 (AP)—The 
death watch began again today on 
wartime Premier Hideki Tojo and 
six other Japanese war-makers. 

A 13-minute conference today 
between Gen, Douglas MacArthur 
and Lt. Gen, Walton H. Walker, 
Eighth Army commander, prob- 
ably determined how long the 
seven condemned for war crimes 
have to live. 

Gen. MacArthur called a halt to 
execution plans two weeks ago 
when appeals carried cases of two 
of the condemned men to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 
The court decided yesterday it 
could not interfere in the work of 
the International Military Tri- 
bunal. That reopened the way for 
the executions. 

Tight military secrecy veiled the 
time of execution. The hangings 
could come any time now, but pos- 
sibly not before tomorrow after- 
noon.

The City Housing .and Rent 
Commission was proceeding today 
with plans for establishment of 
an office and organization of a 


city rent control ordinance, which 
Was approved by the voters at the 


Aug. 3 primary election. 

Funds for operation of the com- 
mission’s office during the balance 
of the city’s fiscal year, ending 
next April, were provided when 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann yester- 
day signed a measure providing 
an appropriation of $43,923 for the 
purpose. The bill was passed by | 
the Board of Aldermen last Tues- 
day by a vote of 19 to 4. 

The Rev. Charles C. Wilson, 
chairman of the commission, said 
today he would prepare requisi- 
tions to the Personnel Depart- 
ment for employes to operafe the 
office. He said the office would 
begin operation as soon as a staff 
can be gotten together. This, he 
estimated, might take a month. 
The commission has one location 
for the office under consideration, f 
he said. 

A staff of 14 persons: is re- 
quired by the commission. These 
include a director, administrative 
assistant, four inspectors, two 
compliance supervisors, two ste- 
nographers, two clerks, a recep- 
tionist and an attorney. The attor- 
new would be a member of the 
City Counselor’s staff, but would 
be paid from the commission’s 
appropriation. 

The commission has the author- 
ity under the ordinance to estab- 
lish rent ceilings on newly con- 
structed and newly converted 
apartments and to decide wheth- 
er alterations in a building are 
essential and whether they require 
removal of the tenant.

WARNS SODIUM FLUORIDE DOES 
NOT CURE ALL DENTAL ILLS 


Sodium fluoride has tremendous 
potentialities for the reduction of 
the incidence of tooth decay in 
children if it is used cautiously, 
but it cannot be considered a 
general panacea for dental ills, Dr. 
Virgil Loeb said last night in an 
address before members of the St. 
Louis Society of Dental Science at 
Hotel Sheraton. 

Dr. Loeb, lecturer in stomatol- 
ogy at the Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine, said a 
two per cent solution of sodium 
fluoride properly applied could be 
considered only one factor in 
curbing decay in the teeth of 
children, 

The others, he said, include con- 
sumption of nourishing foods, 
daily brushing of the teeth and 
periodic care by a dentist.

Born in New Yokk.

A son of Stephen Pierce Duggan 
and Sarah Elsesser Duggan, he 
was graduated from Phillips Exe- 
ter Acadumy and Harvard. 

He was chief of the Division of 
American Republics in the State 
Department from 1935 to 1944, and 
an assistant diplomatic adviser to 
the United Nations Relief and Re- 
habilitation Administration in 
1944, 

From 1927 to 1929, he had been 
a stock clerk and salesman for 
Harper Brothers, the book firm, 
and in 1929 joined the Institute of 
International Education. 

Duggan served as an adviser at 
several international conferences,‘ 
among them the 1938 Conference 
of American states at Lima, Peru, 
and the 1940 meeting of Foreign 
Ministers of American republics at 
Havana, Cuba. 

He was chairman of the United 
States delegation to the Inter- 
American Travel Congress in San 
Francisco in 1939, and wds named 
an adviser on political relations in 
the United States Department of 
State in October 1940. 

Duggan’s father said today that 
his son’s death was an accident, 
and that any statement that it 
was a suicide “is a lie.” Duggan 
said that any implication that his 
son was involved in espionage 
activity is “untrue.”

Gunn was 16 years 
old at the time. 
“I had gone with Anne Reed for 
a month,” Gunn said to the offi- 
cers. “Robert would hang around 
and make up a lot of lies about me 
and tell Anne. I threatened to sock 
him if he did not keep his mouth 
shut, but h® would not fight and 
the argument stopped at this. 
“He would tell Anne that I was 
going with some other girl and 
that was a deliberate lie. He told 
me he was going to kill me. 

“One night his parents gave a 
beer party and Robert came to 
Anne’s house, acting like he was 
drunk. There were two or three 
boys-at Anne’s at the time and he 
kept’ putting on until we all 
slapped him around a little, trying 
to get him to act like he had some 
sense. The following day he told 
me he was going to kill me. 

“Anne told me Robert asked her 
not to go with me. I have good 
reason to believe that while I was 
around, Anne would not have any- 
thing to do with Robert, but when 
I was away, she would go with 
him. Tien, when I came back she 
would not associate with him and 
this would make him sore. 

“T admit I was sore at Robert 
for hanging around me when I was 
visiting Anne, and also because he 
would make up lies to tell her. He 
would | ot hesitate to come to her 


afternoon of the shooting the chil- 
dren of the neighborhood were in- 
vited to Gloria Hamilton’s house.

Sayers escorted Anne to the 
party. Young Rutledge was not 
invited.

Rutledge’s father, the report 
said, arranged to take care of the 
hospital and doctor bills for the 
injured Sayers boy by renting his 
large home and moving his family 
into a smaller house in another 
. section of the city. 

Reports from young Rutledge’s 
teachers to probation officers dis- 
closed that he had frequent 
fights, “several of tham being 
over sweethearts.” At first, his 
teachers said, Robert was in- 
clined to take unfair advantage 
of his opponent, but later he 
dropped this trait and fought 
fair, usually putting up a “good 
scrap.” 

His teachers also said his men- 
tality was very much above aver- 
age; he was refined in many re- 
spects, but was selfish and over- 
bearing. Under proper guidance, 
teachers said, he could be made 
a good man and good citizen. 

Psychiatrist’s Report. 

Dr, Cunningham, the psychia- 
trist, said Robert was extremely 
upset emotionally about the shoot- 
ing, felt guilty about the affair 
and “believed he deserved extreme 

unishment.” He added that re- 
orm school for the youngster 
would be more detrimental than 
beneficial. 

“As far as society is concerned,” 
Dr. Cunningham said, “I don’t be-

Tells of Killing Hattman. 

Dr. Rutledge, who is a resident 
physician at St. Louis Children’s 
Hospital, told police he stabbed 
Hattman in the latter’s hotel room 
in Cedar Rapids, Ia, a week ago’ 
today.

The doctor’s wife told po- 
lice’ she had had clandestine rela- 
tions with Hattman and that Hatt- 
man taunted her and her husband 
with telephone calls. 

Dr. Rutledge said he went to

Hattman’s request and to try “to 
buy him off” or persuade him to 
“leave us alone.” 

The physician was released yes- 
terday from City Hospital. He 
had been a patient there since last 
Friday, when he took poison as 
police arrived at his apartment 
at 6152 Waterman avenue to ar- 
rest him for the murder of Hatt- 
man. Later, he was released on 
a $5000 bond approved by Judge 
David W. FitzGibbon of the court 
of criminal correction.

Has Moved Slave Labor to Coast 


Of Siberia, 100 Miles From Alaska 


Report Says 17 American Eskimos Who 
Crossed Sea to Trade Were Held 51 Days 
by Soviet Officers and Questioned About 


United States Defense Setup. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP). 


reported yesterday that it has 


“good reason to suspect” Russia has moved “many thousands of 

slave laborers” to the Siberian coast within 100 miles of Alaska. 

The subcommittee, headed by Representative Kersten (Rep.), 
Wisconsin, also said that 17 American Eskimos, who had gone to the 
Siberian coast to trade, were held by Russian Army officers for 51 
days and questioned closely about Alaska defense installations. 


' HOUSE labor subcommittee 


The report covered a two-week 
tour of the territory in late Octo- 
ber by Kersten and Representa- 
tive Fisher (Dem.), Texas. The 
two Congressmen went there to 
check into subversive activities in 
labor. 

Kersten and Fisher recommend- 
ed immediate steps to strengthen 
United States Alaskan defenses, 
to prevent information leaking to 
Russia and to eliminate what 
they termed Communist influence 
in the territory’s labor unions, 

Russian Airfields in Area. 

Kersten said reports received 
indicated the Russians were doing 
much building on their side of 
the Bering, Sea and have many 
airfields in’ the area. 

He said the Russian officers 
who questioned the Eskimos asked 
them if they would “accept” the 
Russians if and when they took 
over Alaska. 

The Russians told the Eskimos, 
he said, the names of officers and 
men stationed in Alaska, the names 
of newcomers and the number of 
planes at certain Army airfields. 

It is obvious, Kersten said, that 
some form of espionage in Alaska 
is conveying this information to 
the Russians. 

The subcommittee report said 
that while there is no appreciable 
number of “open” Communists in 
the Alaskan area “there is Com- 
munist leadership in the CIO- 
International Fishermen & Allied 
Workers of America which gov- 
erns the labor policy of approx- 
imutely 4000 workers in the area 
of Anchorage and Kodiak,” 

Shipping Strike. 

The report said the West Coast 
shipping strike conducted by Harry 
Bridges was “conducted largely 
for political reasons and... to 

injure the Marshall Plan” 

, The report detailed the setting 
up of the Westward Alaska 
Fishers Council by the Interna- 
tional Fishermen & Allied Work- 
ers of America, It said it was 
set up by Jeff Kibre, secretary- 
treasurer of the TFAWA, of which 
Joseph F, Jurich of Seattle is 
president. It said John Wiese was 
in charge and “would be tolerant 
to and probably encourage Com- 
munist activity in the Anchorage 
council,” 

The report said Kibre had been 
found -to be a member of the 
Communist party by a California 
Un-American Activities Committee 
and was reported to the congres- 
sional committee to be “one of 
the chief figures in attempting to 
spread Communism in Hollywood.” 

It charged that Jurich is con- 
nected with various “front” organ- 
izations which have been found 
subversive by Attorney General 
Clark. 

Contempt Action Sought, 

The subcommittee asked that 
Hugh Bryson, national president 
of the National Union of Marine 
Cooks & Stewards, and Hyman 
David Jenkins, director of the 
California Labor School, be pun- 
ished for contempt of Congress 
for refusal to answer questions of 
the committee at its San Fran- 
cisco hearing. 

The committee said that Alaska 
is not adequately defended. It 
recommended sufficient number 
of combat troops and equipment 
adequately to man the main Alas- 
kan air bases be assigned there. 

It also recommended providing 
adequate housing for these troops 
so they could force any enemy 
into the inhabitable parts of the 
territory; that Arctic training be 
_ stepped up for combat troops and 
airmen; that an expanded experi- 
mental porgram be carried on to 
overcome arctic hazards such as 
frost bite and vehicle mobility and 
that radar station lines be ex- 
tended to give greater time in 
warning of hostile air approach. 
It urged elimination of all sub- 
versive activity in the vicinity of 
the main Alaskan bases. - 

Other Reports. 

The subcommittee also released 
two other bulky reports covering 
investigations of several CIO de- 


partment store unions in New 
York, and the CIO United Electri- 
cal Workers Union. Part of the 
later report was published yes- 
terday. 

The subcommittee recommended 
that Congress protect government 
contracts with private industry 
from security hazards involved in 
possible Communist control of la- 
bor unions, 

The subcommittee said that 
Communists had become a domi- 
nant power in the distributive 
trades in New York, through con- 
trol of some department store 
unions, when congressional hear- 
ings were begun this summer. 
Communist infiltrations in this 
field have been checked, at least | 
temporarily, it added. 

The report on the United Elec- 
trical Workers recommended that 
15 officers of the union be cited 
for contempt of Congress, for re- 
fusing to answer questions on 
party membership.

However, Chairman Hartley 
(Rep.), New Jersey, of the full 
committee, has ruled against 
pressing contempt citations pend- 
ing the outcome of the trial of 12 
Communist leaders in New York. 

The subcommittee said it has 
“overwhelming evidence” that 
three UE officers are “either 
members of the Communist party 
or under its control.” The report 
listed them as Matles, national or- 
ganizer; Emspak, secretary and 
treasurer; and Nixon, Washington 
legislative representative. 

The subcommittee also recom- 
mended that: 

1. “Right wing” officers of 
local unions be allowed to use 
National Labor Board machinery 
even though “left wing” offi- 
cers of their international union 
have not signed the non-Commu- 
nist affidavit required by the 
Taft-Hartley law. 

The Labor Department’s 
educational program for work- 
ers be broadened but that fed- 
eral support be withheld from

3. Harmonious labor-manage- 
ment relations be rewarded by 
granting “a sound form of the 
closed shop” to “demonstrate” 
unions, and giving employers 
“special consideration,” such as 
tax reductions. These benefits 
should not be given to Commu- 
nist-led unions, Kersten said, 
regardless of how well they get 
along with management. 

Charges Denied. 

The subcommittee’s charge that 
Russia controls United: States elec- 
tric plants through Communist 
domination of the UEW was 
termed “the last quack of a lame 
duck” by Albert Fitzgerald, presi- 
dent of the union. He said the 
report was part of a smear cam- 
paign against the union. 

“Rather than our union ‘being 
‘dominated’ by an outside force, 
it is such union-hating Congress- 
men as Kersten who are very 
definitely dominated by big busi- 
ness interests,” he said. 

Leo Jandreau, union vice presi- 
dent, branded the committee’s 
charge “a slander on all 600,000 
members.” 

Meanwhile, Frank Kriss, who 
recently was elected president of 
New York Local 301, which claims 
15,000 members, agreed. with the 
subcommittee’s charge. Kriss de- 
clared in a_i statement. that 
“throughout our experience in the 
UEW, both myself and my associ- 
ates ... have found that the 
policies of the international lead- 
ers and their local representatives 
generally coincided with the poli- 
cies of the Communist party local- 
ly and nationally.”

IRE became a free and independent republia today. 
Ireland’s centuries-long and gften bloody struggle for free- 
dom came to a peaceful end as President Sean T. O’Kelly signed 


Eire out of the British Commonwealth. 


O’Kelly approved a bill of the 
Irish Parliament repealing the Ex- 


ternal Relations act which had 
empowered the British king to ac- 
credit Irish diplomats. The act 
was the last slender constitution- 
al tie between Eire and the Brit- 
ish Crown and Commonwealth. 

The repeal actually becomes ef- 
fective on an “Independence day” 
which Prime Minister John A. Cos- 
tello’s government proclaimed for 
Jan, 21. The delay will give the 
two nations time to work out a 
new alignment. of economic and 
political relationships. 

Invasion in 1169. 

The English conquest of Ire- 
land began with an invasion in 
1169 and was helped by a rift 
among Irish chieftains. But it 
ran into stiff resistance, The Irish 
fought for freedom in 1598, 1641, 
1649 and 1690. Then the rebels 
went underground for more than 
100 years. They rose again in 
1803, 1848 and 1867. 

But -it was the bloody rebellion 


1919-1921 which finally broke Brit- 
ish authority. The rebellion was 
planned by the citizen army and 
the left: wings of the Volunteers 
and Sinn Fein.

HE condition of Secretary of 
T state Marshall’s health contin- 

ues to cast a cloud. of uncer- 
tainty over the future conduct of 
American foreign policy. Presi- 
dent Truman is so insistent that 
Marshall stay on that he has thus 
far even refused seriously to con- 
sider a successor to Marshall. Tru- 
man clearly hopes tHat Marshall's 
recovery after his operation will 
be so complete that the Secretary 
can be persuaded to continue to 
carry his heavy burden. 

Yet, although the President’s de- 
sire to retain Marshall is entirely 
genuine, the available evidence 
strongly suggests that he will be 
disappointed. It is now entirely 
likely that Marshall's long career 
of magnificent public service will 
come to an end either shortly be- 
fore or shortly after the Jan. 20 
inauguration of his chief. When 
Marshall goes, Under Secretary 
Robert A. Lovett, who has only 
remained at his post because Mar- 
shall insisted, will go with him. 

Vinson a Possibility. 

Thus the speculation on who is 
to replace the Marshall-Lovett 
team continues. One of the lead- 
ing possibilities for Secretary of 
State is still Chief Justice Fred M., 


When Vinson was sounded out 
some weeks ago, very informally 
and very unofficially, on his atti- 
tude to taking the job, his re- 
sponse was distinctly - negative. 
Naturally in his position he can- 
not discuss the matter. But friends 
of Vinson now believe that he 
could be persuaded to accept the 
assignment, despite the heavy per- 
sonal sacrifice involved, if he 
could be convinced that the na- 
tional interest required his service. 
The reasons why Vinson is a 
serious possibility are pretty ob- 
vious, He is a personal friend of 
President Truman. He has a dis- 
tinguished liberal record, and his 
appointment would be _ enthusi- 
astically received by the New Deal 
and labor groups whose influence 
in the Administration has mark- 
edly increased since Nov. 2, de- 
spite outward appearances.

ARSHALL plan dollars are now being used indirectly to finance 


the research into atomic ener 


being conducted in France 


under the direction of Dr, Frederik Joliot-Curie, an important 
figure in French Communist circles. 


Dr. Bertrand Goldschmidt, the 


brilliant scientist who worked on 


the first atomic bomb developed in the United States, told me about 


the use of American funds. 


He said the French Government 
had released to Dr. Joliot-Curie’s 
Atomic Energy Commission Amer- 
ican dollars with which to pur- 
chase . vitally-needed technical 
equipment in the United States. 
This equipment includes instru- 
ments for chemical analysis, spe- 
cial tubes for radio and electronic 
work, and diamond drills for min- 
ing uranium, 


Some of this highly complicated 
gear was purchased from United 
States war surplus stockpiles. 

Dr. Goldschmidt said he did not 
know the exact sum, that “we 
never get enough dollars. We hope 
to get more‘ dollars for purchases 
of additional material in the 
United States to be used in our re- 
search.” 

The dollar-hungry French Gov- 
ernment is almost completely de- 
pendent on Marshall plan funds 
for purchases in the United States. 
No French concern can import 
anything from the states without 
a permit from the Government in 
Paris. 

Dr. Joliot-C. rie, tt is understood, 
joined the French Communist par- 
ty in 1942. He insists that his 
atomic research will not result in 
manufacturing a bomb. However, 
his work to date is not unlike that 
which went into the making of the 
two bombs that killed some 200,000 
Japanese when dropped on Hiro- 
shima and Nagasaki. 

American officials are thorough- 
ly convinced that any information 
released to Dr. Joliot-Curie would 
soon leak to the Russians. Dr. 
Joliot-Curie has never attempted 
to conceal his pro-Russian sympa- 
thies. He often appears on the 
platform at important Communist 
gatherings. His name is on Com- 
munist party appeals. 

The most recent Communist ap- 
peal asks that, in case of war, 
Frenchmen do not take up arms- 
against the Soviet Union. 

I had a long, private conversa- 
tion the other day with an impor- 
tant officer of the French army, 
one of the men who knows well 


the thinking of the French gen- 
eral staff. He said that if the 
army had its way, Dr. Joliot-Curie 
and several others would immedi- 
ately be dismissed from the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

This officer said he was posi- 
tive every step forward France 
makes in atomic research under 
present guidance is a step forward 
for ,the Soviet Union because in- 
formation, thorugh underground 
channels and diplomatic pouches, 
is immediately forwarded to Mos- 
cow. 

Red Views on Bomb. 

Needless to say, the primary 
concern of the Soviet Union is the 
construction of an atomic bomb. 
Almost openly, Reds say that as 
soon as the Soviet Union has its 
bomb, the entire American at- 
tempt to contain Communism will 
be shattered. 

Present at a press review of 
the French uranium pile at the 
grim Fort de Chatillon on the 
outskirts of this city was Dr. Jo- 
liot-Curie’s white-haired and bril- 
liant wife, the daughter of Mme. 
Curie. Before marrying Mme. 
Curie’s daughter, the atomic ener- 
gy chief went by his name of Dr. 
Frederik Joliot, but when he 
married he adopted his bride’s 
name as well and is now — 
ly Joliot-Curie. 

Besides the Joliot-Curies and Dr. 
Goldschmidt, present at the pre- 
view of the atomic pile was one 
Dr. Kovarsky, Russian-born scien- 
tist, who worked during the war 
with the British-Canadian atomic 
research team. While*officials do 
not suspect the political leanings 
of Dr. Goldschmidt, they feel sure 
that both the Joliot-Curies and 
Kovarsky have close links with 
the Soviet Embassy in Paris. 

Dr. Goldschmidt was present at 
the Bikini atom bomb tests as 
official observer of France. His 
boss is Joliot-Curie. Dr. Gold- 
schmidt also worked at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago on plutonium 
separation in the earliest days of 
the Manhattan Project.

At New Peaks:

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21 (AP). 
MERICAN production, nation- 
al income and profits surged 
to historic new crests in 1948, 

the Commerce Department report- 
ed last night. The value of all 
goods produced and services ren- 
deréd was measured at about 253 
billion dollars. Rising prices were 
responsible in part. 

The national income for 1948 
was estimated at 224 billion. It 
was still going up in the July- 
September quarter, when. it 
reached an annual rate of $227,- 
300,000,000, the report said. 

Corporation profits after taxes 
also set a new record, The rate 
reached $21,700,000,000 a year in 
the third quarter, or 20 per cent 
above a year ago. Before deduct- 
ing taxes, corporate income was 
$35,600,000,000. The after-taxes 
figure for 1947 was $18,100,000,000 
and for 1946 was $12,800,090,600. 
Both those years were the highest 
in history. 

Comments With Caution. 


The department commented with 
caution on its profit figures, per- 
haps in view of speculation wheth- 
er the new Democratic-controlled 
Congress will restore the excess 
profits tax, as twice urged by 
president Truman. Industrialists 
who have upheld high corporation 
earnings in recent hearings of a 
Senate-House economic subcom- 
mittee could draw some comfort 
from the Government findings. 


The report said: “Although the 
absolute level of profits is cur- 
rently far above either the pre- 
war period or 1929, the same is 
true of other national income 
shares”—including, it added, the 
total of payments made to em- 
ployes. Moreover, if the profit 
figures are adjusted to allow for 
the present-day high cost of re- 
placing inventories as they are 
used up, the profit figure is re- 
duced. When such an “inventory 
valuation adjustment” is made, 
the department said, profits be- 
fore taxes are lower than they 
were in the war years 1941-44 in- 
clusive, 

Before taxes, the actual third- 
quarter profits were $8,900,000,000, 
a half-billion dollar climb, or about 
6 per cent, above the previous 
quarter. After taxes, the quarter- 
ly profit was $5,416,000,000.

convicted. He appealed on the grounds that this 
prejudiced outlook led to a prejudiced decision 
in the jury box. 

This appeal recalled those of convicted Ne- 
groes who argue that the exclusion of Negroes 
from jury lists is an act of racial prejudice, 
which precludes a fair’ trial. Since the United 
States Supreme Court regularly orders new 
trials for Negro defendants in such circum- 
stances, its decision in the case of Robert Fra- 
zier is one which many persons have awaited 
with interest. Not Frazier’s guilt or innocence, 
but his contention that he had not had a fair 
trial became the question that counted. 

The Supreme Court has now decided that 
Frazier had a fair trial, but it has done so by 
the closest possible division, 5 to 4. It has done 


so in a most unusual, if not unprecedented,, 


grouping of the members of the high bench. 
The majority which finds government employes 
no more prejudiced than the workers of any 
other employer consists of Chief Justice Vinson 
and Justices Black, Reed, Rutledge and Burton. 
The dissenters are Justices Douglas, Frank- 
furter, Murphy and Jackson. 

Justice Jackson, in his hard-hitting dissent, 
does not overstate the significance of the imme- 
diate case. Indeed, he speaks of the decision 
itself as “rather insignificant.” Its importance 
lies, he makes clear, in its relation to future 
cases. It is as a precedent that it stands out 
-——as the first step into the woods through which 
there is no path. 

Describing an.all-government-employe jury as 
one bound to have a “one-sided outlook,” he 
says that a panel so made up has “an appearance 
of government leverage which is itself a blem- 
ish on the name of justice in the District of Co- 
lumbia.” Out of his experience as Solicitor 
General and Attorney General, Justice Jackson 
speaks these significant words: ’ 

Of late years the Government is using its 
power as never before to pry into their 
(federal employes’) lives and thoughts upon 
the slightest suspicion of less nen complete 
trustworthiness. 


It (the Government) demands not only 
probity but unquestioning ideological loy- 
alty. A Government employe cannot today 
be disinterested or unconcerned about his 
appearance of faithful and enthusiastic sup- 
port for Government departments whose 
prestige and record is somewhat, if only a 
little, at stake. 

Even if we have no reason to believe that 
an acquitting juror would be subjected to 
embarrassments or reprisals, we cannot ex- 
pect every clerk and messenger in the great 


bureaucracy to feel so secure as to put his 
dependence on the Government wholly out, 


of mind. 

The Post-Dispatch believes that the four dis- 
senters have the sounder side of this case. It 
would have been wiser, in our opinion, to have 
foreseen that this decision will probably make 
a reversal necessary at some future time. Or 
as Justice Jackson says, it would have been bet- 
ter to “end this system before it builds up into 
a scandalous necessity for reversal of some 
really significant conviction.” 

We think it not improbable at all that either 
Justice Black or Justice Rutledge will some day 
wish that he had taken the opposite side in this 
close question to make a majority the other 
way. 
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Hizzoner Rises to Alpine Heights 

Hizzoner the Mayor, otherwise known as Aloys 
Pancratius Kaufmann, does not pose as a heroic 
figure, On the contrary, he tempers pride with 
humility or, to put it in the current idiom, he’s 
not the kind of fellow who throws his weight 
around.

On the Side of a Free Press 


In World War II, each United States military 
theater commander had the right to ‘“disac- 
credit” a war correspondent. Under this author- 
ity, a commander who resented news reporting 
which presented the operations of his unit or 
the decisions of his headquarters in an unfavor- 
able light could strip the correspondent of his 
eredentials and order him out of the military 
area. 

All this arbitrary control will be ended un- 
der a new set of regulations drafted within the 
Department of Defense and agreed to by the 


Mediation Board, sounds a bit more optimistic. 

This much, however,'is certain: There should 
be no interruption of telephone service in Mis- 
souri because the company and its employes 
cannot settle their differences.

It is to be hoped that he is right. It would be 
better if the company and the union could reach 
a free agreement. But the public interest comes 
first. For its sake, the dispute must be settled 
by compulsion, if necessary.

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The Use Koch Case in Review 


The case of Ilse Koch, widely known as the 
“Bitch of Buchenwald,” is now under advise- 
ment in Washington. The president of the Army 
court which sentenced this woman to life im- 
prisonment, Brig. Gen. Emil C. Kiel, now com- 
mander at Scott Air Force Base, says he feels 
“the same way as I did when we sentenced 
her.” Lt. Gen. Lucius D. Clay, our commander 
in Germany, who reduced the sentence to four 
years (half of which time has been served) stands 
by his leniency. 

The issue in the eyes of some of the Senate 
committee, which has conducted an investigation, 
is whether it is proper to overrule Gen. Clay. 
Senator McClellan of Arkansas puts it this way: 
“Assuming Gen. Clay made one hell of a mis- 
take, still he is our commander in a difficult 
post. Should we let him down in his work by 
allowing the Russians to believe that we have 
lost confidence in him and that he is not speak- 
ing with the full authority of his Government?” 

It does not take long to answer Senator Mc- 
Clellan’s question. The Senate committee may 
not overrule Gen. Clay, but Secretary Royall 
may do it, just as Secretary Forrestal may over- 
rule Secretary Royall. Gen. Clay knows what 
the chain of command is. This wouldn’t be the 
first time in his Army career that he had been 
overruled. 

The case of this woman who is charged with 
using human skins for lamp decorations should 
be decided on the facts and on the facts alone. 
If they go against Gen. Clay, that will not be 
letting him down. The idea that a military com- 
mander should have carte blanche is not worth 
serious consideration. Certainly, there is noth- 
ing to fear from letting the Russians know that 
in the United States, all power derives from the 
people and that every one in authority is sub- 
ject to the control of an informed public opin- 
ion, even though he wears stars on his shoulders 
or gold braid on his sleeves. 
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Whose Fault Would It Be? 


The Brothers Alsop say that pressure is being 
put on the White House to get the Government 
into the steel business. There are overtones of 
alarm in their report. because they believe the 
plan has overtones of socialism. 

They ascribe the idea to Assistant Secretary of 
the Interior Girard Davidson. And they say 
that it has the backing of his superior, Secretary 
Krug, and, of course, of liberals and labor lead- 
ers close to the presidential ear. 

One doubts whether there is much eause for 
alarm at the moment, but one does not doubt 
that there is talk about boosting the national 
steel output—and of having the Government do 
it if the steel industry doés.aot.

I have read during the last month, with 
varying interest, the letters on your edi- 
torial page concerning the future of the 
Republican party, The most outstanding, 
to my mind, were those by Russell Daven- 
port, Philip Willkie and the Young Repub- 
licans of Harvard et al. These letters all 
suggest that a party of enlightened leader- 
ship is needed. 

What is curious to me, however, is 
simply that what these letters advocate is 
largely the policy ex- 
pounded by the past 
or titular national 
leadership — Dewey 
and Warren — and 
the Republican na- 
tional platform of 
1948. Mr. Dewey, it 
is true, was none too 
specific and the na- 
tional platform was \ 
equivocal on some = jeg \ 
points — notably re- 
ciproca] trade agree- Harold Knutson 
ments. But generally speaking, the whole 
tone of the Republican platform and the 
nature of the national candidates supported 
the views and the outlook expressed in 
these letters. 

Why, then, one may ask, was the Repub- 
lican party defeated at the polls? They 
were defeated, I think, because a minority 
segment of the party, entirely out of tune 
with the times, held the reins of legislative 
power largely in their own hands, 

Representatives of this minority group 
held every vital position of leadership in 
the House of Representatives during the 
Eightieth Congress. The group is inordi- 
nately conservative, if not reactionary. It 
consists largely of Joseph Martin, Speaker 
of the House; John Taber, chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee; Charles Hal- 
leck, floor leader; Leo Allen, chairman of 
the all-powerful Rules Committee; Harold 
Knutson, chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee, and Jesse Wollcott, chairman 
of the Banking and Currency Committee. 

These men, holding their positions of 
leadership largely by virtue of the anti- 


quated seniority rule, were the actual 
shapers of Republican legislation, In many 
cases these men single-handedly killed or 
mutilated legislation in committee. 

Several of the more outrageous examples 
of these tactics were the killing of the 
Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill largely under 
the leadership of Wollcott, Allen and Mar- 
tin; the limitation of storage facilities 
available to farmers through the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation by Wollcott; 
the attempt to bury selective service legis- 
lation in the Rules Committee, and the suc- 
cessful attempt to kill a UMT bill in the 
same committee under the leadership of 
Allen, and the nearly successful attempt of 
John Taber to apply the “meat-ax” to 
ERP, These examples, moreover, illus- 
trate only the most flagrant actions of 
these men. 

That the Republican party as a whole 
should suffer because of the actions of this 
extreme wing of the party is only natural 
if the party persists in placing them in 
positions of leadership. Since) they repre- 
sent a minority viewpoint, and a continu- 
ally shrinking minority at that (note de- 
feat of Knutson in recent election), their 
influence should be commensurate with 
their popularity, Instead, they are given all 
the vital positions of leadership, 

The Republican party that Mr. Daven- 
port, Mr. Willkie and the Young Republi- 
cans of Harvard et al. envision is in effect 
the Republican party of today. Unfortu- 
nately the Republicans of yesterday still 
speak and act for it in the House of Rep- 
resentatives and to a lesser degree in the 
Senate. 

Change the Republican congressional 
leadership, making it representative of the 
majority rather than the minority view- 
point, and the much discussed “recon- 
structed” party will be born. If the Re- 
publicans fail to do this their national can- 
didates wiJl continue to speak “anew” 
every four years and their legislative lead- 
ers will continue “to act” as of old, and 
the Republican party will indeed remain 
the Grand Old Party.

Between Book Ends 
The Complex Elizabethan 


ELIZABETH, CAPTIVE PRINCESS, by Margaret Irwin. — 
(Harcourt Brace, New York, 1948. 00.) “ 


By this time Margaret Irwin is an old 
hand at turning out first-rate historical ro- 
mances. She has done it again in “Eliza- 
beth, Captive Princess,” a sequel to “Young 
Bess.” 

Miss Irwin is adept at bringing historical . 
characters back to vigorous life without aft 
the same time murdering history. In her 
latest novel she has carried the story of 
Elizabeth from the death of her half- 
brother, King Edward, to the marriage of 
her half-sister, 
The account covers so few months that it 
may lay the author open to the charge of 
husbanding her material with the thought 
of writing half a dozen more volumes 
about her famous subject, but it can be 
maintained with equal reason that Miss 
Irwin has shown excellent artistic judg- 
ment in limiting her canvas. 

There is artistry too in the author’s 
method of moving her story through a 
series of brilliant scenes, each one complete 
but at the same time an important factor 
in the swift progress of the plot. In some 
way or other, and it is repeated too often 
to be accidental, each scene has a curious 
“double” quality. Elizabeth at Hatfield, 
crouching terrified in her bed and expect- 
ing death every moment during the nine- 
day reign of Lady Jane Gray, Elizabeth 
riding into London at the shoulder of 
Queen Mary, Elizabeth as a prisoner in 
the Tower dining with Dudley—each scene 
has a kind of static, design-on-a-tapestry 
quality, and yet at the same time, within 
each scene, there is often vigorous action. 
The effect is admirably suited to the time 
and subject. 

Elizabeth, one of the most complex of 
all the Tudors, of all the Elizabethans too 
for that matter, is far from the usual ro- 
mance heroine and the writer does not try 
to make her fit into the conventional form. 
She was not beautiful, her temper was by 
no means sweet, and her actions, viewed 
one at a time, would present a picture of 
almost irreconcilable contradiction. 


The author has 
presented her as an 
integrated character 
by very sensibly 
keeping to the fore 
the single consistent 
drive in Elizabeth's 
life: her determina- 
tion to survive, no 
matter how; to live 
and, eventually to rule 
England. Her pride, 
her temper, even her 
romantic impulses 
were all subordinat- 
ed to serve this end. 

Margaret !rwin One of the difficul- 
ties in writing fiction about historical 
characters is that they are often unbe- 
lievable people. Elizabeth and many of ~ 
the minor characters in this book are of 
this type; Miss Irwin has shown consider- 
able skill in making them both vivid and 
convincing. As far as this reviewer is 
concerned, the author can go right on 
turning out books about the Queen. They

COLUMBIA, Mo., Dec, 21—The 
University of Missouri has re- 
quested appropriations exceeding 
$21,761,400 from the General As- 
sembly for the biennial period of 
1949-51, President Frederick A. 
Middlebush revealed here yester- 
day. 
The total became known as the 
Board of Curators asked $9,840,000 
to provide new buildings on the 
Columbia campus in addition to a 
$10,646,400 request for the intra- 
mural and extramural pro 
which was forwarded to the 
budget officer in October. The 
institution also requested re-ap- 
propriation of $1,275,000 provided 
by the last Legislature for build- 
ings not yet under construction, 
and re-appropriation of any por- 
tion of the $2,465,000 appropriation 
for dormitories which remains un- 
spent. 

In addition to the request for 

the university at Columbia, the 
curators will ask $875,000 for the 
building program at the School 
of Mines and Metallurgy at Rolla, - 
Dr. Middlebush said. Re-appro- 
priation of $262,500 in unexpended 
funds previously granted for new 
buildings on the campus also will 
be asked. 
Two proposed appropriation 
items, $2,050,000 for a teaching 
hospital, and $240,060 for a nurses’ 
home, would start a postwar ex- 
pansion program which has been 
delayed by heavy expenditures 
necessary to meet enrollment de- 
mands. The hospital and nurses’ 
home are the first units necessary 
for re-establishing the controver- 
sial four-year medical course on 
the campus here.

REACH NEW PEAKS

a total of 90 billion dollars. Pay- 
ments to employes, boosted by 
“third-round” wage increases, rose 
$5,600,000,000, 
75 Per Cent of Gains in Factories. 
Three-quarters of the total gain 
in profits before taxes, or, $375,- 
000,000, was in the manufacturing 
industries. Railroads accounted 
for another $100,000,000. The iron 
and steel industry showed a sharp 


gain from its temporarily de-: 


pressed profit levels in the second 
quarter, 

Two of the non-manufacturing 
groups—retail and wholesale 
trade, and communications and 
tublic utilities—suffered declines 
from the second to the third quar- 
ter, caused mainly by seasonal 
trade dips. 

The national income rate rose 
$5,600,000,000 in the third quarter 
from the second quarter. It was 
27 billion dollars above the annual 
rate of third-quarter 1947. 

The market value of. production, 
or “gross national product” 
climbed to an annual rate of 
$255,900,000,000 in the third quar- 
ter, a gain of 28 billion dollars 
over the annual rate a year be- 
fore. This represents not only 
factory and farm production, but,

British public opinion forced 
Prime Minister David Lloyd George 
to enter negotiations with the 
then president of the Dail, Eamon 
De Valera. In December 1921 a 
treaty was signed giving Eire the 
political status of the Dominion 
of Canada. 

For 20 years Eire pondered the 
desirability of walking alone, out- 
side the empire. But the final 
step—the Repeal Act—was not in- 
troduced in the Eire Parliament 
until last Nov. 17. A _ probable 
factor in the delay was the hope 
that the six northern counties 
might join in a united Ireland. 
But today, the so-called Protestanv 
counties remain steadfast with 
Britain. 

Despite formal severance of the 
last political link, both British 
and Irish leaders have. forecast 
continued close co-operation. But 
there are somé obstacles ahead— 
trade and political issues—not the 
least of which is the divided south 
and north which De Valera refers 
to as “the partition of Ireland.” 

Rights for Britons. 

In explaining the repeal bill, 
Prime Minister Costello said: “Far 
from creating ill will between 
Britain and Ireland, this bill will 
draw the two countries more 
closely together.” He proposed to 
grant British Commonwealth citi- 
zens rights in Eire in proportion 
to the rights granted Irish citi- 
zens in the Commonwealth.

The spectacle of an open, pub- 
lic row on the Supreme Court 
could be averted, and presidential 
crony Clark could at the same 
time get his seat on the bench, 
if Justice William.

These * difficulties which hedge 
around the appointment of either 
of the Justices probably leave 
E.C.A.’s W. Averell Harriman still 
the most likely successor to Mar- 
shall, although former Under Sec- 
retary Dean G. Acheson is not to 
be counted out.

Obviously, nothing will be final- 
ly settled until Marshall an- 
nounces his intentions and, if 
necessary, Truman chooses his 
successor. Meanwhile, the tradi- 
tion-hallowed Washington parlor 
game of making up the Presi- 
dent’s mind for him will continue. 

The game is entertaining, but 
the cloud of uncertainty and 
doubt which hangs over the con- 
duct of American foreign policy 
is an increasingly serious matter. 
For government is people. The 
replacement of Marshall is cer- 
tain to mean changes all down the 
line in the people who conduct 
our national policy. And nothing 
is more essential in these times 
than that American policy be firm 
and gettled and clear, both to our 
friends and to those who are not 
our friends. Therefore the sooner 
it is known once and for all 
whether Marshall is to leave, and 
if he goes who is to replace him, 
the better.

Craft Descrjbed as ‘Flying 
Arrowhead,’ With Speed 
Far Above 700 M.P.H. 


BERLIN, Dec. 21 (UP)—The 
world’s first piloted supersonic 
rocket projectile is the spearhead 
of a new, gigantic Soviet air force, 
a Russian science magazine 
claimed today. ' 

The aircraft-rocket was de- 
scribed by the .agazine VYVokrug 
Sveta (Around the World) as “a 
flying arrowhead with a speed far 
fin excess of sound,” which is about 
700 miles an hour. 

It was said to have been put 
through its first public paces on 
Red Air Force Day, June 25, when, 
the Soviet author said, “a huge 
crowd stood awestruck by the 
sight of this extraordinary pro- 
pellerless machine hurtling past 
them at colossal speed.” 

Other new machines being mass- 
produced in Russia, the magazine 
said, include: , 

A long-range, high-altitude 
bomber almost identical with the 
American Superfortress. Known as 
the TU-70, it is powered by four 
2200-horsepower Wright duplex en- 
gines and capable of a 2500-mile 
range at 320 miles an hour.

But he is not sure. After all, he knows that 
nobody ever asks a Senator, “How about Shelley 
or Keats, Senator?”

Infantile paralysis bedded him, What a shock- 
ing memory that evoked in the family!

THE LATE PRESIDENT is always on Buzz’s 
mind. 

“The last time I saw my grandfather was when 
he left for Warm Springs... for the last time. 

“The thing that I always think of is how he 
had a joke for every occasion, Made no differ- 
ence how critical things were—he could always 
see the humor in life. But he was very. tired at 
the end. 

“You know what I think helped kill him more 
than anything else? Lack of exercise. Yes, a 
man who suffers from infantile paralysis must 
do lots of exercising because, when he is like 
my grandfather, he doesn’t do the usual amount 
of walking. During the war years my grand- 
father seldom went to the swimming pool or 
took any exercise.”

ASIL, RATHBONE, the man 
who, according to Walter Win- 
chell, can “make a cigarette 
commercial sound like a phrase 
from Shakespeare,” sat at the 
juncheon table, eating scrambled 


noontime breakfast was fairly 
routine, so much so that the 
waiter stopped him in the middle 
of the order with a happy, “Don’t 

on—I know,” but the swallowed 
sentences were a bit unexpected. 
They were part of a statement 
Rathbone made 10 years ago, 
which we dug up, a dirty trick 
that interviewers have, to the ef- 
fect that, “Broadway is a luxury 
few film players can afford.” 
Since then, he has gone from 
films to Broadway for a luxuri- 
ously long run in “The Heiress,” 
which opened at the American 
Theater here Sunday night, and in 
which he has played more than 
500 performances. 

He has also branched out from 
his “films only” pronouncement 
by signing a five-year radio con- 
tract, the result of his spot an- 
nouncement (the one beginning, 
“Do you want to smoke a really 
go-o-od cigarette?”) and has blown 
such rings around his competi- 
tion that he may be in danger 
of being known as a star of stage, 
screen, and cigarette commercial. 

Anyone meeting Rathbone, how- 
ever, can tell he’s primarily the 
star of stage, and if he makes a 
puffing plug sound like Shakes- 
peare he also makes a luncheon 
interview seem like the front row 
at a matinee as he gestures, flour- 
ishes, acts out his words and gives 
a dazzling performance. ' 

“Perhaps I did once say the 
theater was a luxury,” he muses, 
as if delivering a soliloquy, “but 
that was another situation. Why 
there was no real theater in those 
days. Broadway was a luxury be- 
cause you were lucky to find a 
play. Now we have Boyer, we 
have Rex Harrison, Madeleine 
Carroll, Henry Fonda, yes, even 
Basil Rathbone, all in plays. 

“Also at that time I was get- 
ting the kind of picture I wanted 
to do—‘Tovarich,’ ‘Romeo and 
Juliet,” ‘Captain Blood’—and it 
Wasn't so much a case of Broad- 
way being a luxury as a case of, 
‘Why go’ ?” 

After 14 Sherlock Holmes films, 
perfect as the type casting was, 
Rathbone decided it was more a 
case of “Why stay”? Feeling he 
was becoming “a mere cog in a 
wheel” he left Hollywood for the 
theater and after a year of fruit- 
less search for a play, found “The 
Heiress,” an adaptation of the 
Henry James novel, “Washington 
Square.” As Dr. Sloper, father of 
the heiress, who breaks ‘up her 
romance with a fortune hunter, 
he has satisfied, not only the crit- 
ics but his severest critic, himself. 

“I would grade thig role as one

When he comes on the 
stage there should be a little 
round of applause indicating the 
audience recognizes him, but from 
then on, he should be an entirely 
different person, not to be recog- 
nized as himself until the curtain 
drops afd he steps out to take a

In the latter field, Rathbone has 
signed a five-year contract to do 
a dramatic show for his cigarette 
sponsor, starting Jan. 8. The show 
will have him as an explorer- 
adventurer searching for Fatima, 
the daughter of Mohammed, whose 
fate has always been shrouded in 
mystery; he. will run into plenty 
of trouble, five years of it, he 
hopes. 

“The radio show will insure me,” 
he says, lighting one of his spon- 
sors’ cigarettes, which bear a 
curious resemblance in name to 
that of Mohammed’s lost daugh- 
ter, “so I won't have to take a 
play about which I’m doubtful just 
because my daughter wants to go 
to summer camp. 

“You see, I know I’m handi- 
capped in the theater,” he says 
frankly, “by the shape of my face 
and because I speak English. You 
can’t speak English and appear in 
a play like ‘Mr. Roberts’ or ‘Street- 
car.’ By English I mean the lan- 
guage that was once spoken on 
the American stage, too. John 
Barrymore spoke it, John Drew 
spoke it.

THEN WE ATTENDED for a

AW fruit, nuts and cheese 
have always been a part of 
traditional holiday fare. With 
go much rich food being served at 
meals and parties, it’s a good idea 
after a hearty dinner to use fruit 
and nuts. Using them for dessert 
saves on the energy of the home- 
maker who has so much to do dur- 
ing the holidays and lessens the 
temptation to needlessly eat them 
between meals. 
After washing the fruit care- 


‘fully, chill all except bananas in 


the refrigerator. A colorful ar 


rangement of fruits, such as ap- 
ples, pears, grapes, persimmons, 
oranges or bananas, in a wooden 
bowl or on a bright-colored pot- 
tery platter makes a mouth-water- 
ing dessert. Brought on with fruit 
or regular knives and dessert 
plates, guests can leisurely pare, 
core or cut their own fruits. 

You'll find that whole nutmeats 
slip easily from the cracked shells 
when nuts like walnuts, pecans 
and filberts are thoroughly heated 
in the oven, then cooled until eas- 
ily handled.
